He added that 98 per cent of the pris- 
oners discharged or paroled from the 
camps are making good. 


The state of California was saved 
more than $1,000,000 last year in ad- 
justment of 387 informal complaints 
and 842 applications for rate changes 
by the state railroad commission, it 
was shown in a summary of the com- 
mission’s activities. Reduction in fer- 
ry rates on San Francisco Bay was 
estimated to have saved $750,000. The 
report points out that “utilities were 
treated with fairness, so that where 
rates were attacked in legal proceed- 
ings the commission's acts were uni- 
formly sustained.” 


The Glenn county board of super 
visors at a special session ordered the 
placing on the ballot at the November 
election of the proposition which will 
determine the fate of the University 
extension officers in Glenn county 
The Glenn county unit, féderation of 
farmers, recently advocated the with- 
drawal of county support from the 
extension offices in order to bring 
about a reduction of taxes. The coun- 
ty board agreed to submit the matter 
to the citizens of the county. 


A slight increase in the number of 
automobile registrations for August, 
1926, compared with the same month 
of 1925, was reported by. the state 
division of motor vehicles, the totals 
being respectively 22.422 and 21,367. 
A registration of 1,725,000 is expected 
next year, according to Will H. 
Marsh, chief of the department. The 
income of the department from all 
sources for August, 1926, totaled $182,- 
622, as compared with $177,237 in Aug- 
ust, 1924. 


_ The new $1,000,000 building of the 
Bank of Italy, at Fresno. which is de- 
clared to be one of the most beautiful 
in the San Joaquin valley, was offi- 
cially opened recently. The new struc- 
ture forced the oldest bank in the 
valley to close its doors. Organized in 
1881 as the Fresno County Bank with 
stock valued at $100,000, it became the 
First National Bank of Fresno on 
March 16, 1885, and was purchased by 
the Bank of Italy eight years ago. 


The third annual Three Rivers ap- 
ple festival will be held in this moun- 
tain community of Tulare county Oc- 
tober 15, 16, and 17. Definite decis‘on 
to hold the festival this year followed 
a recent meeting of the women of the 
community, who have sponsored the 
program. The apple orchards are 
loaded this year with an excellent 
quality of fruit and it is believed the 
festival will be more successful than 
either of those heretofore given. 


In 1,148 classes throughout the 
school system of California the prac- 
tical Americanization of thousands of 
foreignborn men and women is quiet- 
ly being effected through the funda- 
mentals of education in the English 
tongue, and the teachers of these 
classes, whose work is litle known by 
the general public, have increased the 
scope of adult immigrant education 
in California by more than 400 per 
cent in the last six years. 


Water in the Sacramento river is 
at the lowest ebb in fifty years, says 
John D. Hubbard, engineer at the 
Phelan-Parrott ‘pump station, Chico, 
who states that the water measures 
109.08 feet above sea level, compared 
with 109.25 on August 18 of this year. 
The turning. of water from the rice 
field in to the river has had but little 
effect in increasing the flow. 

A monument and bronze plaque in 
honor of California’s “mother orange 
tree” at Bidwell Bar, near Oroville, 
are to be erected at a ceremonial to 
be held by the Native Sons and Native 
Daughters of Butte county on Novem- 
ber 27. The “mother tree’ is said to 
be the first orange tree planted in the 
state.

“Brest-Litovsk Hes 100 miles due 
east of Warsaw. Normally half its 
population was of Jewish blood, and 
it long has been a Jewish stronghold. 
It never developed an industry, but 
depended instead upon commerce. 
During the Sixteenth century the 
synagogue of the city was regarded 
as the first in Europe. 

“Grains, hides, soap, wheat and 
timber were the staples of its exten- 
sive trade. The lumber in which it 
de&lt was floated in great rafts down 
to Danzig. Flax, some of which went 
to Ireland and Belgium to make Irish 
and Flemish linen, was extensively 
grown in the country surrounding 
the town and formed another impor- 
tant article of its trade. 

“The familiar geographic reason for 
the existence of a town, namely two 
rivers meeting, gives Brest-Litovsk its 
excuse for being. The navigable Bug 
and Mukhovets rivers join. and at the 
point of confluence once stood the city | 
fortress. Older fortifications were east 
of the city and covered four square 
miles. The defenses were the pride of 
Russia. 

“But the World. war showed what 
history had been ‘reporting for years; 
that Brest-Litovsk was far from in- 
vulnerable. It was first mentioned in 
ancient documents on the occasion of 
its capture by a Polish monarch in 
1020, Next Casmir the Just of Poland 
built a tight castle. Princes of Ga- 
licla, Vlohynia, Lithuania, grand mas- 
ters of the Teutonic Knights, Tatar 
chieftains and okings of Poland held 
and stormed the city in turns, and 
going out from it gathered spoil from 
the countryside. = 

Climax of Russian Tragedy. 
’ “all of Brest-Litovsk. history, how- 
ever, records no such high moment as 
it experienced late in 1917. Things 
looked black for the allies. Russia. 
which had been holding Germany on 
the east, had collapsed internally un- 
der the pressure of war.

Frozen Boston Pudding.—Grate half 
a loaf of Boston brown bread that is 
at least a day old, pour over it a pint 
of hot cream, allowing it to stand until 
cold.
